Current polls show 
Republican James R. Thomp- 
son not only winning the office 
of governor but by a big margin 
over Democrat Michael J 
Howlett. 

This possibility is leading 
some to predict that Thomp- 
son's “coat tails” will enable 
President Gerald Ford (R) to 
narrowly defeat former 
Georgia Governor Jimmy 
Carter (D), perhaps tipping the 


national election in Mr. Ford's 
direction just as John F 
Kennedy's 1960 Illinois victory 
was crucial to his nationwide 
success in the race for the White 
House. 

The prospect, of a 
Republican trend~ statewide 
also is seen by some as giving 
Madison Count§, Republican 
candidates a chance of vic- 
tory despite the fact that this 
county generally elects 
Democrats. 

It is being predicted that the 
present 13-11 Democratic edge 
in congressmen from Illinois 
may shift by three to a 14-10 
Republican advantage with the 
Nov. 2 balloting

nominee, and Gov. Carter to 
achieve a sweep of Lilinois state 
offices. 

Across the U.S., Carter is 
leading President Ford by four 
percentage points, according to 
the Louis Harris opinion poll 

The Gallup poll shows that 
former senator Eugene 
McCarthy could draw four 
percentage points away from 
Carter and possibly cause him 
to lose the election. However, 
McCarthy was ruled off the New 
York ballot on Friday. 

Large public opinion polls 
such as Gallup, Roper and 
Harris -are regarded as 
relatively accurate instruments 
for gauging public opinion. 
Their results are based on 
scientific polling techniques 
with - responses - from a 
representative ‘‘random 
sample” of people. 

In an election year, pollsters 
select a random group of voting 
districts and then randomly 
interview the voters there in 
person. 

They also use stratified 
sampling to insure tha t they 
get proper percentages of such 
groups as minorities and blacks 
and labor unions. 

According to George Gallup, 
the size of the sample is a less 
important factor in achieving 
reliable results than the 
“‘representativeness’ of the 
people chosen to be in- 
terviewed. If a sample is ac- 
curately selected, it represents 
a near replica of the entire 
population. . 

John Ellsworth, professor of 
government and public affairs 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville, ‘said Friday 
that in election years polisters 
aim their research at people 
who are eligible qnd likely to 
vote 

Pollsters try to get a small 
group of people who are 
representative of the larger 
bunch of us,"" Ellsworth said 

First, they will shoot for 
something representative and 
then they will decide how much 
error they will allow. The 
smaller the sample size, the 
larger the sampling error 

“If the poll is properly con 
ducted, each of us has an equa 
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chance to be 
Ellsworth said. ‘‘Pollsters 
randomly select certain 
geographical tracts and ran- 
domly select a household in that _ 
area.” 

He believes there are some 
political polls that should be 
examined with caution. 

The professor said these 
include: * polls taken by 
telephone or by mail; polls 
taken by political parties and 
special interest groups; those 
which do not publish all the 
information gathered through 
their research or do not supply 
an explanation of how the 
survey was conducted; and 


polls taken during primary 
elections. 


Ellsworth said ‘that large 
national. polling organizations 
are reputable and accurate. But 
he added it is still possible for 
them to make mistakes. 

For ‘example, public opinion 
changes from week to week, 
especially in election years 
Most recently, pollsters noted a 
nagrowing of the Ford-Carter 
percentage points as election 
time draws nearer. 

A Harris survey which ap- 
peared last week showed that in 
only two weeks, Mr. Ford 
narrowed Carter’s lead from 
nine points to only a four-point

re. 

Ellsworth commented that 
“today’s pollsters have learned 
from past mistakes.” One of the 
biggest errors made in political 
polling occurred in 1936. A poll 
by the Literary Digest 
predicted that Alf Landon would 
defeat Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
the election. 

‘That survey was conducted 
by contacting people listed in 
the phone book. Ellsworth 
explained that a great portion of 
the population who supported 
Mr. Roosevelt, the poor, could 
not afford telephones and go 
were not contacted 

He said that this still the case 
today. ‘People in ghettos and 
rural proverty are less likely to 
be interviewed. Pollsters would 
sfill rather approach mid- 
dleclass people.” 

Ellsworth said public opinion 
polls don’t shape public thought 
but merely reflect it. ‘There 
are some impacts these polls 
can have," he said. “If it ap- 
pears an election is lopsided, 
fewer people will vote. When 
people think the election will be 
close, they are more likely to 
vote. 

“Candidates use the polls to 
shape their campaigns," 
Ellsworth continued. “They 
find out where their views are 
striking a responsive chord with 
voters and stress those areas. 
The polls also help candidates 
decide where to place their 
campaign dollars. 

“But polling organizations 
have little impact on how people 
vote because they can't control 
personalities, parties and 
existing conditions. The most 
they might do is have a band 
wagon effect on the election. 

“T think the polls are pretty 
accurate,"’ he concluded. ‘You 
have to understand that they 
are trying to come within a few 
percentage points of measuring 
opinion. They expect some 
error and are not upset when 
they miss by two or three

Ramed 4 judge, he was a 
Pemocratic member of the 
Tilinois General Assembly from 
this district, the 5éth, at the 
time of the appointment by the 
Illinois Supreme Court. 

The appointment was ef- 
fective Sept. 22, 1976, and he 
resigned as a legislator on Sept. 
21. Calvo was initially assigned 
to civil cases im the Quad-City 
area.

Originally elected to the 
Illinois House of Represen- 
tatives effective in 1969, he won 
a. fourth two-year term in 
November 1974

Before becoming a jfidge, 
Calve was an attorney with 
offices at 1960 State St. He was 
engaged in the practice of law in 
Granite City for over 19 years. 

He has been active in civic 
issues, having aided youth and 
sports programs of the Granite 
City Park District, and has been 
vice-president of the Human 
Relations Commission. 

He served with Attorney 
General William G. Clark for 
eight years, 1960-68, as a special 
assistant attorney general of 
Minois. 

Calvo for many years was 
attorney for District 34 of the 
United Steelworkers of 
America. 

He has been active in the Tri- 
City Bar Association, having 
served the association as 
treasurer and president, and 
the Madison County Bar 
Association, serving on its 
judiciary committee 

He also has been a member of 
the , Illinois State Bar 
Association and the American 
Bar Association.

Young families 
also need wills 


For young families just 
starting out in life, a will may be 
among the last things con- 
sidered. 

But, says the Illinois State 
Bar Association, it frequently is 
even more crucial for a young 
family to draw a will than an 
older, more established one — 
regardless of the value of the 
property involved. 

This is true because the most 
critical element in the will of a 
young father or mother could be 
the provision stating who should 
have custody of their minor 
children in the event that both 
husband and wife should die. 

In cases like this, bitter 
arguments sometimes ensue 
between maternal and paternal 
grandparents over the custody 
of grandchildren. 

While the grandparents or 
other members of the family 
mean well, both sides quite 
naturally feel they would be 
most capable of caring for the 
children; a will ¢ which 
establishes a guardian for the 
minor children, in the event of 
the death of both parents, will 
eliminate family squabbling, 
the HBA adds. 

Through wills, a couple may 
also outline how the finances of 
the children should be handled. 

Insurance policies can 
frequently make the children of 
even young families financially 
well off. 

A will can provide for proper 
disposition of all property, 
including insurance 
and establish trusts that will 
protect these assets during each

While one person might best 
provide instruction ~ and

Several factors account for 
this; one is we serve a good 
territory in the Gulf coast area 
and lower Mississippi. There is 
$14 billion committed in the 
southern part of the country for 
industry expansion,” Jenks 
commented. 

When asked about any major 
commitments for new industry 
in ‘the St. Louis area, Jenks 
noted he has not heard of much, 
and remarked that one of the 
reasons industry does net locate 
in this area is largely due to the. 
high cost of the labor market. 

“We first fixed the tracks, 
modernized our shops, got goad 
freight equipment for what our 
customers wanted," Jenks said. 

“We have computerized our 
transportation control system 
We're not concerned about 
keeping the train on time, we 
are concerned over keeping the 
shippers cars on time. We have 
@ very sophisticated computer _ 
system; the most advanced 
systems next to what the 
government ysed for the moon 
shot. 

“We are establishing 45, 
customer service centers. All 
the information a shipper may 
want he can get in a matter of 
minutes. With our computerized 
system we know exactly where 
every one of our freight cars are 
and where they will be with an 
exact location and time, and 
this keeps our shippers happy,” 
Jenks commented. 

Jenks also said they now 
repair tracks with a laser beam 
and two operators to repair bent 
track in minutes, instead of a 
100-man work crew and several 
hundred man hours. 

Optimist G. H. Sternberg 
introduced the speaker. The two 
men became friends through 
working in Boy Scouting 
together. 

Jenks is regional president. 
North Central Regiom Boy 
Scouts of America, which 
covers 10 states, in addition to 
being chairman of the selec- 
tions committee for a new chief 
scout executive for the National 
Boy Scouts of America.

Radar-tracked balloons 
will aid sampling of air 


Four weeks of air sampling 
and scientific field research 
began today in the area of a 30- 
mile radius around the Gateway 
Arch, including the Quad-City 
area 

Gene D. Prantner, Regional 
Air Pollution Study field 
director, says the final field 
expedition of the five-year, $22 
million study will extend 
through Nov. i9 


Advanced scientific equip 
ment is located at 25 fixed-base 
monitoring stations. In ad 
dition, summer, fall and winter 
field expeditions have been 
made, utilizing helicopters, 
airplanes, balloons and mobile 
for additional air sam. 
pling 

Prantner said helicopter 
flights are the only part of the 
exercises likely to cause public 
inconvenience 

The flights will consist of 
spirals from about 2,500 feet 
down to 200 feet, primarily in 
the vicinity of the 25 ground 
monitoring stations. 


Flights of two and a half 
hours’ duration will be 
scheduled each’ morning and 
afternoon, Monday through 
Saturday 

One new entry in the assort 
ment of equipment used for the 
field research will be constant 
level balloons, — called 
“‘tetroons."" 

Equipped with transponders 
and tracked by radar, they will 
determine wind trajectory at a 
constant altitude. Prantner said 
they are being added to the field 
expedition in order to move with 
parcels of air and study the 
transport of pollutants being 
traced. 


Equipment in the helicopters 
and mobile units will provide 
horizontal and vertical 
measurements of ambient air 
quality, revealing —_ the 
movements and dispersal of 
pollutants 

Readings will be taken. of 
sulfur dioxide, nitrogen oxides, 
hydrocarbons, ozone, carbon 
monoxide and particles 

Prantner said data collected 
through RAPS is being used to 
develop computerized 
mathematical models which 
will describe the region's air 
quality under varying con- 
ditions 

Alternate pollution control 
strategies and equipment then 
will be tested and eyaluated 
against the mathematical 
models 

“The goal of RAPS is to 
furnish precise, comprehensive 
knowledge as a basis for 
making air pollution control 
decisions," Prantner said 
‘Ultimately, RAPS will help 
scientists find means of at- 
taining clean air with the least 
possible disruption to modern 
lifestyles.”

Veizer warns of winter ahead 


Police Chief Ronald J. Veizer 
turned the calendar ahead 
today and made some pointed 
references to deadly tricks 
winter has in store for Granite 
City’s drivers duting the 
months ahead. 

Winter's reduced visibility 
and loss of adequate traction 
were the chief's concern. “Our 
major winter traffic tieups and 
skid-crashes can be traced back 
to one or a combination of these 
factors,’ he emphasized 
“Drivers must re-accustom 
themselves to adverse winter 
conditions, Their vehicles must 
undergo important changes, 
eae 

As for changes in driving 
habits, Veizer recommended 
that winter weather conditions 
call for slower than normal 
speeds and increasingly greater 
distance between your car and 
other vehicles 

“Under no circumstances,” 
he warned, “‘can you start, go 
and stop on slippery pavements 
with any way near the ef- 
ficiency you can on clear, dry 
roads 

Concerning before-the-rush 
vehicle maintenance, he 
suggested that drivers follow 
checklists endorsed by the 
International Association of 
Chiefs of Police and based on 
testing carried out by the 
Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards of the National Safety 
Council

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Rising home values pose serious property tax problem. . . 


Taxpayers’ Federation of Illinois — 
Equalization of local property tax 
‘assessments at the county level by means of 
a factor or multiplier has been with us since 
the birth of the 100 per cent assessment law 
in 1946. But even though the assessment 
level is now 33 and one-third per cent, as a 
result of House Bill 990 passed by potential 
size of property tax bills to be received in 
1977. 

Most counties at the time of the passage 
of H.B. 990 were under the level of 33 and 
one-third per cent, or close to it, and the 
Department of Local Government Affairs is 
charged with bringing the “under” counties 
up to 33 and one-third per cent in three 
gradual steps, and keeping the 33 and one- 
third per cent counties at such level. 

Inflation being what i is, comparing 
current bonafide sales values to values put 
on by the local assessors is bound to increase 
the size of the multipliers for most counties. 

Are there any solutions to be considered 
by the General Assembly? We can only 
think of the following and present them for 
duscussion purposes: 

(1) Lower the assessment and equalization 

level again, probably to 2S per cent. 
However, this is not a good solution, 
because it penalizes the taxing bodies in the 
higher ratio of assessment counties. 
(2) Freeze the multiplier determined during 
the year of a county's quadrennial 
assessment year for the four years of the 
quadrennial period. This offers some 
stability to the taxpayer, but he gets a real 
jolt when the new multiplier is issued at the 
beginning of the next quadrennial because 
of rising markets. This was done in 1959 but 
repealed in later years. 


(3) Leave the level at 33 and one-third per 
cent, but as multipliers increase, reduce 
property tax rates accordingly. Sounds 
good, but this principle probably violates 
the uniformity provision of the Revenue 
Article of the State Constitution in 
downstate counties for all but home rule 
municipalities. 

(4) Do away with the multiplier or 
equalization process and allow counties to 
assess property for taxation purposes at any 
level they desire, because all property tax 
revenues go to loca] governments. 

This seems the most practical solution, 
but: (1) There would have to be a state 
equalization level for the dispensing of state 
grants in aid to schools, counties, 
municipalities, townships, library districts, 
etc. (2) State-assessed property would have 
to be made, in a county, at the same level as 
the local property is assessed in such county. 
And (3) in counties over 200,000 population 
that classify real property. for taxation 
purposes (Cook), property tax rates would 
have to be adjusted upward because of the 
loss of assessed valuation. 

The Department of Local Government 
Affairs is bound to follow its statutory duties 
under provisions of House Bill 990, because 
the courts have jurisdiction to see that the 
law is not disregarded (Hamer v. 
Lehnhausen, 60 IIL. 2d 400, April 16, 1975). 


The problem is still with us and will be at 
the 1977 session of the General Assembly. 
The property tax bill, larger than the state 
income tax and state sales tax combined, 
amounted to $3,395,038,886 in 1975 (1974's 
property tax bill extended and collected in 
1975).

Gendron and Thomas Hunter, 
37, State Park Place, argued in 
the lounge and Mr. Gendron 
displayed a .357 magnum pistol 
and fired several times at 
Hunter, 

A man then returned Mr. 
Gendron's fire with several 
bullets, one striking Mr. Gen- 
dron’s head, between his eyes, 
killing him almost instantly, the 
witnesses teld Madison County 
Sheriff's deputies. 

No one else was in} 
during the disturbance, 
deputies said. 

On the advice of the Madison 
County state’s attorney's office, 
no charges have been filed 
against anyone in the lounge. 
The investigation is continuing, 
a sheriff's spokesman said this 
morning.

jocal, state and federal law 
enforcement agencies and 
frequently praises their per- 


formance. 

The office also provides legal 
advisory services to all portions 
of the county government 

He estimates that grants, 
scholarships and state and 
federal subsidies that have been 
obtained have saved county 
taxpayers over $200,000. 

“The average felony case is 
being disposed of in less than 65 
days,” Byron reports. “We 
have one of the most current 
dockets in the U.S. The jails are 
full, and we are keeping 
criminals off the street."” 

Byron says he enjoys 
prosecuting cases but has 
devoted himself primarily to 
administrative duties due to the 
caseload. 

For his second term, he 
proposes a team approach to 
prosecution, with three 
assistants assigned _to 
geographic areas of Madison 
County, determined by 
population and crime volume. 

“We've come a long way with 
police communication and 
cooperation, and this is another 
way to improve the un 
derstanding and rapport with 
police officers," Byron com- 
ments, 

He expects to expand 
prosecution of consumer and 
personal fraud cases, and will 
continue to rely primarily on 
the grand jury for investigative 
activity 

He recalls that felony con 
victions in the January-June 
period have risen from 150 in 
1972 to 215 in 1976. 

“We generate as much 
revenue in fines and convictions 
as is spent. There is no 
organized gambling or vice 

“The only time our office 
plea-bargains is when the 
situation fully warrants it, 
Byron adds 

Evers says he is disatisfied 
with the conduct of the office 
and pledges that he could 
achieve improvements. 

“My opponent has too many 
part-time assistants who 
amount to little more than 
political hacks," he alleges. 

Evers contends that two of the 
part-time aides receive more 
than some of the full-time 
assistants. ‘This includes Don 
Smith, who signed the ballot 
challenge to my candidacy,’ 
Evers says. The challenge later 
was overruled 

Byron praises Smith, saying 
that with his leadership “we 
have a civil division that is of 
incredible caliber."’ Smith's 
duties include providing legal 
advice to the Madison County 
Board 

Evers promises to have “one 
attorney handle cases for 
specified law enforcement 
departments, with a back-up 
attorney for each case 

“I would expect each of them 
to be thoroughly familiar with 
the cases. They would have 
their witnesses properly 
notified and ready to go on the 
day of trial,” he says. 

He blames plea-bargaining 
for “giving reduced charges in 
exchange for guilty pleas. You 
can bring that office down to its 
knees if you're willing to let 
them avoid 4 trial 

“I don't know if they do it out 
of fear of losing or just to get 
impressive conviction 
statistics. But they routinely 
reduce very serious charges to 
a less serious felony or a 
misdemeanor," Evers alleges. 

‘Anybody can get a 
viction if you recommend 
probations as punishment for a 
felony. Only in rare and cir. 
cumstantial cases would I 
tolerate bargaining.” 

Byron replies that every case 
receives individual attention 
and that the courts could not 
function if every indictment 
was followed by a full-fledged 
trial 

Evers says assistants are 
receiving “‘too much leeway’ 
and are hard to locate at their 
offices or at the Courthouse 

‘The people who have en- 
couraged me to run are law 
enforcement officers. Morale is 
low because many times a 
criminal is captured but never 
convicted.’ 

A conservative Republican, 
Evers opposes decriminalizing 
marijuana, He proposes to 
utilize the grand jury ‘‘mastly 
for instances of conspiracy and 
white-collar crime." 

Married, he served four years 
as an assistant United States 
attorney in the Eastern District 
of Illinois before joining the 
James Massa law firm this 
year. 

“IT have lived most of my life 
in Madison County, including 23 
years in Godfrey,” Evers notes.
